HROUGH imagined lack ot time and 


foolish conformity to custom the 


women of the middle class are adding to 


the high cost of living,” says Mrs. Ansel 


Oppenheim, who has made a study of the | 


matter. She recommends housewives, 
says the Philadelphia North American, to 
rid themselves of false pride and not be 
ashamed to carry home their own pur- 
chases. 

“In New York city,” she said, “the de- 
livery of goods seems to have become an 
obsession with the women of all classes. 
They expect everything, even down to a 
bunch of carrots, to be delivered by the 
dealer. That means horses, wagons and 
one or two boys or men. These cost 
mone®, and necessarily it comes from the 
customers. It has been asserted that the 
dealer would charge just as much for his 
goods, if hé didn’t have to deliver them. 
This is not a fact. 

“In at least one uptown bakery and 
grocery are signs over the counter in- 
forming the customer that if she pays 
cash and carries her bread home herself 
she will get the loaf for nine cents, or 
three for a quarter. They tell you plainly 
on the sign that delivery costs money cnd 
that if you pay cash they can afford to 
make the price lower because a book- 
keeper will be unnecessary. On the item 
of bread alone a family using a loaf a 
day will save $3.65 a year. If a propor- 
tionate reduction were made on other

It 
is false pride, nothing else, and the first 
thing to be overcome. 

“Why do not women who are really in- 
terested in the welfare of their families 
form a non-delivery club? Few flat 
dwellers live far from a grocer or_a 
butcher, and to carry home their own 
supplies would not be a great tax on their 
strength. Let the grocer of your neigh- 
borhood dispense with all unnecessary 
help in this way and get cash for his 
goods and see if he won’t give his cus-

| and injustice of prevalent tax-assessing and 
Problem | tax-collecting ‘methods. In New York, 
| Edward L. Heydecker, assistant tax com- 
missioner of the metropolis, has given official 
expression to a growing public sentiment with reference to the per- 
sonal tax. He pronounces it not only unjust, but, from a tax col- 
lector’s point of view, ineffective. The injustice of a tax has not 
been so much minded in the past; is not so much minded in the pres- 
ent, by those charged with its collection, if it only yields. But the 
personal tax, in New York as elsewhere, is found by experience to 
be not only an injustice to those who pay it, but an unsatisfactory 
makeshift to the community that collects it. 

The objectors are struggling to get away from it, and from all 
tax on improvements, on energy and enterprise, in Oregon and Mis- 
souri, by substituting the single tax, for the present systems. In 
Minnesota they are congratulating themselves that the Legislature 
refrained at its last session from disturbing the full land valuation 
principle, and are hoping to dispense within two years with the per- 
sonal tax for local or municipal purposes. Louisiana is to decide at 
the polls next month whether it shall amend the constitution so as to 
permit radical changes in the state’s taxing system. It is highly 
significant of the times that among the proposed changes in the 
organic law is one that will if adopted separate, for assessment pur- 
poses, the value of land from the value of the improvements thereon, 
except as to railroads, pipe lines and canal rights-of-way. If this 
proposal shall become law, and the legislation to put it in practise 
shall follow, probably it will soon become plain to the people of Louis- 
iana that their one mistake was in making any exceptions. New 
lersey is also in a decided state of unrest respecting its taxing system, 
and it is looking forward to the report of a commission appointed 
for the purpose to submit to the Legislature at its next session a plan 
for the remedying of recognized evils in the present methods of

[he unifying results of this American system of secular, demo- 
cratic education have been attained mainly by indirect methods, 
rather than by deliberate planning of curricula and discipline to 
achieve the desired result; and, with the earlier type of northern 
Europe immigrant, this, “atmospheric” method worked fairly well. 
Of late years, however, elements have entered into the problem that 
make it evident that the American school henceforth must adjust 
itself to a deliberately chosen and deliberately developed method of 
education in civics and in Americanism, if the new race elements are 
to be assimilated and if the American democracy is to be saved from 
perversion into a warring group of factions divided on economic and 
class issues. 

President-emeritus Eliot of Harvard University, whose time 
since his release from administrative duties in Cambridge has been 
devoted to careful study of national and international problems as 
affected by contacts of race with race and class with class, is out 
with a significant statement relative to the imperative call upon the 
schools for an aggressive program. The indirect method of the past 
has not worked lately, and the results are apparent. School prop- 
erties must become civic centers.

Several 

of the larger cities have had land shows for the display of products 

of the soil in their states or tributary territory. What may be called 

the second series is being held this year. The term, “Second Annual 

Land Show,” is quite familiar in print at present; the outlook is 
promising for an indefinite number of such exhibitions. 

What interests us especially in this connection, however, is what 
should be the point of real difference between the new kind of agri- 
cultural exhibition and the old. It is an excellent idea to bring the 
county fair to the city, to let city people view the exhibits that 
through years and decades were reserved especially for the county 
towns. But, except that the arrangement of the exhibits in the land 
show is attractive, that the various exhibits are on an extraordinary 
scale, and that prominence is given to vegetable and animal products 
that are out of the common, the city dweller will not find much to 
enchain his attention unless there is something more to the affair 
than mere display of soil products. Nothing is much commoner to 
him than the greengrocer’s window, or the vegetable market stand. 


| 


His familiarity with them is responsible for the lack of interest which 
the land show, if it be rightly directed, is intended to remedy. The 
phenomenal potato, the mammoth squash, the fancy-colored ear of 
corn, the champion Jersey, the calico calf, constitute opportunity 
wasted in most agricultural shows, and especially in those designed 
to interest city people. The land show that does not turn the display 
of products to practical account, that does not make an earnest and 
successful effort to show how the would-be beginner anight begin, 
how the would-be farmer might farm, how the things that the city 
man has seen and bought and eaten all his life might be raised by 
him on small capital and with profit, falls short of its mission. 

The design of the original promoters of the land show was to 
bring agriculture down to earth, down to the level of the intelligence 
and within the grasp of the man on the street. Agricultural shows 
that are content with being spectacular and sensational and romantic 
have held the field long enough. There will be no place for the land 
show in the near future if it misses its opportunity of being also a 
land school. 


SINCE the war between Russia and Japan, 
the professional war correspondent has not 
been the free man, relatively speaking, that 
he was prior to that clash. Japan then 
taught future combatants some of the profits 
that accrue from limited and controlled pub- 
licity, and, judging from negative evidence 
during subsequent clashes, the lesson has 
been learned. Tlrat the policy of suppres- 
sion. and curbing of trained observers sent 
out to be “eyes. for the world” has its untoward aftermath of resuits 
Japan has since learned, and so no doubt in.time will Italy, and also 
Turkey if she and her present antagonists try to pursue the same 
secretive course. The balked and hampered journalist has a long 
memory. Japan gained temporary advantage from the secrecy 
which she enforced with rigor though veiled under suave forms of 
official rulings. _ But she has since found that a high price was paid 
for the new tactics. 

Precisely as in the conflict between capital and labor, a third 
party intervenes with the right to be considered, so in the clash 
hetween nations in battle there is the outer world to be considered, 
and not flouted as if it were non-existent. ; There are phases of mili- 
tary operations which no press correspondent need know, or knowing 
need disclose; but there are other aspects of the conflict which the 
nationals of the armies involved have a right to know and also the 
whole world. Great Britain once had her eyes opened to inefficiency 
in high places by the work of a matchless war correspondent. It was 
the high function of American correspondents in the Philippines in 
1898 jointly to inform the home public that it was being misled as 
to insular conditions by General Otis’ official reports. If a com- 
mander as great as Kitchener will treat a correspondent as great as 
G. W. Steevens as if the-journalist had some discretion as well as pic- 
torial genius he need have no fear of betrayal of essential facts; and 
he will have the advantage of having history written with some of 
the felicities that go only with direct observation of the process of 
history-making. General Sherman of “Marching Through Georgia 
Fame,” in his memoirs, says little that is complimentary to war cor- 
respondents. To him they all were gossips and mischief makers. 
This is likely to be the profeSsional military man’s view. But it 1s 
not true. If there must be war, it must be watched lest it descend 
to lust, rapine, graft and unmentionable atrocities. Nations that will 
fight must do it in the open, so that the realism of the journalist's 
account may puncture the romanticism of the recruiting ofhcer and 
the official historian.

| W time ago to the proposed establishment ot a 
oman building trades school for women near New 
' York city, the purpose of which would be to 
in the y, the purpo | 
prepare girls and women. for the perform- 
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ance of tasks connected with construction 


that have always in the past, or until quite 
recently, been assigned exclusively to men. 
It was said then that the master builders of 
New York were behind this project, and that 
work upon a building for the accommodation of this school would 
be commenced at once. All ot this has been substantiated by events. 
No time, it appears, has been lost by the promoters of the enterprise. 
A building has been erected at Winfield, L. L., and the school will be 
opened within a few weeks. The original design was for a struc 
ture that would be sufhcient to meet the requirements of 135 pupuls 
So great has been the demand for admission, however, that two addi- 
tional stories are being added. This will bring thé student capacity 
up to 200. 

Not only the number ot the applications but the character of the 
applicants is important and significant. The girls and young women 
who desire to prepare for entrance into the building trades come 
from every walk in life; one applicant is said to be the daughter of 
a St. Louis millionaire, another the daughter of a United States 
senator from Indiana. Instruction will be in charge of Edward S. 
Middleton, architect and civil engineer, designer and constructor of 
the school building. It is to cover two years, and it will include 
bricklaying, plastering, carpentering, plumbing, steam heating, iron- 
work, drafting and estimating cost of building construction. 

The Master Builders Association, which has taken on all the 
responsibility and cost of this undertaking, it should be said, is not 
plunging headlong into experiment. Girls and women are not new in 
the building trades. Some of the most valuable assistants of build- 
ing contractors in New York city and elsewhere are girls and women. 
They have made themselves valuable despite disadvantages. They 
have been forced to learn the practical side of the building trades 
from the theoretical side. Even with the handicap of being forced 
to learn the business at second hand, as it were, they have learned it 
so well that the master builders are opening to them this opportunity 
of learning it better. The object of the school is not altogether to 
teach the pupils trades which they may follow after graduation, but 
to teach them how to fill positions through which actual workers in 
these trades may be directed; not that they may perform the manual 
labor themselves, but that they may know how others should per- 
form it. Some, no doubt, will actually take up the various occupa- 
tions for which the new school will fit them; but, as a rule, the school 
will turn out “bosses,” superintendents, inspectors, contractors’ assis- 
tants. The field is one of the widest and most promising the country 
has to offer women at present, and there is no doubt among those 
experienced with women's work in other lines that the opportunity 
will be creditably used.

throughout the world will probably be 
cheaper than it has been at any time in the 
last few years, and much cheaper than it is 
at present, for the simple reason that the supply of food and feed will 
probably exceed the demand. The secretary of the department of 
agriculture had furnished Mr. Taft with information regarding the 
nine great crops of the United States—corn, wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
buckwheat, potatoes, flaxseed and hay—which, he said, enabled him 
to estimate that the saving to the consumers from October prices 
would. aggregate no less than $500,000,000. This apparent loss to 
the agriculturist, on the other hand, will be compensated for by 
the increased amount of produce that may be placed upon the market. 
There is no mere speculation about this matter. Plentifulness means 
cheapness, just as certainly as scarcity means dearness.. The tend- 
ency of prices should, from now on, be downward. 

How quickly and clearly the operation of the law of supply and 
demand is recognized in mercantile circles, and how speedily com- 
mercial thought adjusts itself to the expected new and better condi- 
tions, is exentplified in interviews with business men on the effect of 
the fall in living prices. One merchant says: “As for the very 
high prices paid for certain goods, that has been due to a demand 
greater by tar than the supply. There is no combination in the mat- 
ter—nothing but an increased demand for the very best. With a 
sufficient supply to meet that demand—that is, with better conditions 
for production—l hope for a marked reduction.” 

This is a typical expression of the mereantile view, and there is 
every reason to believe that the hope with which it concludes will be 
realized. But not at present. The influence of this year’s harvests 
cannot be felt for several months. It is probable that prices for table 
supplies will not be substantially reduced before the holidays. But 
a general lowering of the level should be visible early next year. 

The lesson in all this, and it is one deserving of special and 
serious consideration, is that the efforts of humanity should be 
directed toward maintaining a more even balance hereafter between 
production and consumption. The economic law of supply and 
demand cannot safely be ignored or successfully flouted. There is

a considerable number of the students come 
from distant sections. If old enough to

journeys by such collegians to their places of 
residence in order to register or cast a ballot 
involve loss of time and expenditure of money which they consider 
a measure of hardship, and rightly so. Realizing this state of affairs, 
and that the number of persons suffering from it is increasing 
annually, some states have made student-voting a comparatively easy 
matter. The desirability of having decisions at the polls affected by 
this element of the electorate has Counted somewhat where this liberal 
policy has been pursued. Moreover, there is no justice in preventing 
an eligible voter of the student class from gaining temporary resi- 
dence in order to live up to his civic duties. 

Certain states are lacking in the necessary permissive legislation 
specifically providing for student registration and voting, and conse- 
quently in several of them this autumn there is an agitation of the 
political pool in communities where students congregate. Courts 
are being appealed to for favorable rulings that will enable present 
laws to be stretched so that students may vote. 

The obvious solicitude that a state need have in this matter is 
to guard against double voting. A Yale man, so disposed, could 
easily register and vote both in New Haven and in New York. 
Plural voting is not the American habit. Guard this point, and a 
student preferring to vote where he happens to be temporarily resi- 
dent should find it possible to do so. 
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
